The Opinlens of the Lending Papera—The Ob-
jections te the Prepesed FPlam af Pablio
Plander,

We give below the opinlons of three of the
principal morning papers with regard to the
proposed legislative scheme to place the clly
government in the hands of Irresponsible com-

m esions.

The Ledger says: —

“*On the Sith of February last the citizens of Phi-
Indelphia were advised by this journal that several
proposed acts of Assembly were in course of pre-
paration, with the design of transferring the most
twportaut departments of our Clty Government to
commissioners namwed (o the body of sald bills, * * *
Every taxpayer—and every man and woman who
pays rent i a taxpayer—as well as the owners of pro-
perty, should read this primied bill  One of the bills

roposea to trapsfer to six gentlemen, whom the
bllc have no chelce or agency in selecting, &
power wnioh I8 practically unlimited as to it extont
aud the money that waay be expended, and tha pab-
lic debt that may be lpcarred in the oponing of new
etreets and hignways, (n the paving, repairing, and
culverting of streets, the oleans of strects,
the bollding of bridges, the creation of new offices,
ete. * * * In expressiog what is deemed to
be the strong public groands for opposition to
these ‘Commissions,” ¢ comments here made
will be contined maiuly to the first of these bills,
which I8 entitled ‘An nct to create a Board of
Public Works in the city of Phlladelphia.” This bill
gives the six geptiemen named In the first section
exclusive control for five yoara over the streeta,
highways, and bridges of the city, aa to their paving,
repaving, construction, repalr, choice of materials
for paving the streeta, and the purchase of all mate-
rinls, opening mew aireets and highways without
1tmit, cleansing of the streets, the taking of land
for strect purposes, filllpg up and levelling of
vacast lots, the ordering and constraction
of sewers, and sandry other wers,  Suach
exclimve control of thess subjects In  one
Depsriment, administered by a competent englneer,
with Eklllvd assistauts, would be proper, aud to
the gront ndvantage of the city, 4f the power to check
ond eontrol the expenditures, aud to decide when new
apt expensive works shall orsball not be under-
taken, were lodgea (o the hands of the people of this
<city, and fhair ;wn chosen reprisentatives In Olly
(ounciis. But there is nowhere In the blll any
chiees or Mimit to whitt the commissioners may do,
except In thelr own discretion or will, For the
above purposes the commissioners are empowered
(mctiin @) to demand anrnally of Connclls any
Emount of money ‘required by them,’'
w hich Conncils ‘shall’ lev A tax to
ralse. No limitation here bul the willof the comunifs-
sioners. They become the taxing power (o any amount.
The commissioners are farther emnpowered (section
5) 10 aetérmine the material for paving the streets
hereafter, and for all streets they order to be paved
with wood or granite blocks or macadamized stone,
or anything else than cobble-stone, they are em-
powered to issue ‘City Paving Bonds,' to run thirty
zeus, and there I8 not a word of limitation to the
hreatening wililons of these bonds which the Com-
missioners of Public Works may add to our enor-
mous city debt They are further empowered to
open up any new streels now lald out on the city
‘plan,’ hundreds of miles of which paper streets
are pow nothing but farm lana, cow lots, high hills,
and decp ravines; but upon the opening up of thesa
paper airects there 8 no check or limit but the will
of the commissioners; all they have to do {8 to take
ossession of the iand wherever it Hes, order i to
graded, paved, curbed, and culverted, and issue
bBonds (nl&o without llmit) obllgating the clty to pay
the damages. Tney are still further empowered
(section 9) to appolnt ofMoeers and agents, without
TimdL as to numbers, and gul; salaries without imit as
to ameounts, and make whatever contracts they may
deem necessary to any extent, And, as Ir all this
were not sufMclent, they are finally authorized in
the same section to do any and everything else
necessary to carry out these already unbounded

pc:"‘ he bill abounds in other objectionable reaturea.
Section 4 relleves the commissioners from the
supervision and coutrol of the auditing and account-
ing oMcers of the eity, and commands the Olty Con-
trolier to countersign and the Clty Treasurer to pay
ewrg warrant sent to them by the commissioners,
on their mere certificate that work has been done,
sor'—mark this little word—‘or' that the amonnt was
scontracted for.” Even the mere formai checks upon
their power to expend unlimited sums of money are
thus taken away by the bill; and there is vothing
leit for the cltizen or tax-payer but fo suffer and pay
whatever the commissioners ‘may deem necessary’
or choose to demand.

“Now, withoat regard to the particnlar gentlemen
named in these bills, it must be sald that such un-
bridicd powers over the pablic moneys, over taxa-
. tion and increase of the city debt, are too vast, and
threatening, and dangerous to pe intrusted to any
balf-dozen citizens selected elther by themsielves or
by the Legisiature, and placed beyond the reach of the

ople for five years, even if the men named in the
Kﬁ? wese infallibie as the Roman Pontil and as pure
ps ‘Aristides the Just.,' That the members of the
Legislature from the interior, who would justly re-
gent such an outrage npon the rights of their own
immediate constiiuents, will attempt to shackle, op-
press, and destroy the rights of the people of this
city by passing such a bill, we can hardly belleve, It
I8 almost an insult to suappose . Without their ald
the wrong cannot be done,

“As & final point, and ohe that should of itself be
conclusive agaipst ail these ‘Cominission’ bills, at-
tention should be directed tothe fact that while
they provide for the election of these commissioners
by ihe peopie in ‘elghteen hundred and seventy-
sixz,’ they deprive the people of any cholece in the
matter for the five intervening years, Now If the

pople ean be trusted to chooke the commissioners
fn 1876, why can they not be trusted in 18717"

The Inquirer says:—

“To these three bllla we invite the very closest
consideration of our citizens, for there I8 not &
gingle individaal presently or remotely lutereated in
Pnﬁmlpm‘lw are who 18 not now, or who will
not be wrouged, in person and estate, if elther of
them become & law, Schemes more monntrous in the
gnsolence and grasp of their wrong have never been sot
afloat than these. They are directly the suggestion
of Willlsm M. Tweed, of New York, who has plua-
dered that city of millions yearly Ly exagtly such
machinery as that proposed in these three bills,
« e« «" ¢ Tnatls tne source of these bills
and thelr real object I8, drst to take from the electors
of Philadelphis their right to elect their own
officers, and second, to organize three separate
boards whose sole business will be to plunder the
tax-payers without & hope or chanceé of redress,
- * * Hat If these commissioners were
@very one above reproaal, it would be a shamealess
and dangerous precedent 1o give them the extra-
ordinary and unheard-of powers with which these
bills propose to invest them, Thelr aathority, if
these measure s bacome laws, will be absolately with-
out limit, and they can, byfvirtue of them, do any
and every sct o tocal | lation which Counails
and the Mayor are now auathorized to do without
the slightest let or hindraoce, The Board of
Public Works, composed of five men, each
with s salary of §3000 per annum, can, under the
bill creating the commission, repave any stieet,
line, alley, and turnplke in or leading from Phlla-
delphia with whatever material they may select,
asthout notice for public competidon, without advertis-
ing for bids, ar without bewng compelled fo accept the
lowest or best Didder. No matter what schemes of
{mpreveinens may suggest themsaives to the Board
of Fublic Works, they may carry them out io thelr
own way, at thelr own price, and the Qity Counclis
must creste logus and the Recelver of Taxes must
yaise tuxes to pay for what they do, and the Uity
Treasurer must whatever warraits the board
may see Nt (o draw, no matter what such warrants
may be for, or upoh how Nimey & pm.th they may
be arawn. .

“It should be borne in mind that thess commission-
£rs are 1o be clothed with powers that now ile slther
dirictly io the electors of Philadelphla or in City
Councils. Five men, for instance, are made in efect
the masters of Councils, and all the present safe-
gusros of the veto of the Mayor and the two-thirds
vote of Counclls are swept away, and Counclis are
deprived of ali control over the clty except that of
levying taxes to satisfy the demands likely to acoras
from tols triple-headed system of plander.

lature. But it cannot submit to this one, . .
